Freedom Better Than Any-

Cardinal Gibbons recently granted an 

interview to James Creelman, the cele- 
brated correspondent of the New York 
World. As a matter of course, the par- 
ticular subject upon which the eminent 
dignitary was interviewed was labor and 
capital. Says Mr. Creelman: 

"Cardinal Gibbons always commands 
attention, bat when he rdses his voice 
agdnst the oppraasioB af tta aoa-nnion 
workingman Iqr the nahm wolUasman, 
aa he ^ in a diort coavaraalioa I had 
with him yesterday, bis words have an 
impressive significance, for it was this 
most iuteusely American of all prelates, 
this faithful and unpretending friend of 
the American toiler, who once saved the 
Knights of Labor from ecclesiastical con- 
demnation by Leo XIII. 

"The primate of the Catholic hierarchy 
of America eat in the quiet rao^tidn 
room of hia residence ia Bahiaiota, a 
sweet and vcnerabla fiff^ On aa aosd 



behind him was a portrait of the Pope. 
Another eaad bora tba oouateaance of 
Cardfhd Nameaa. Thiongh an opaa 
window ona canght a gHS^sa of safcg 

ing green brandies. A dcndar, oarvoas 

figure clad in a black soutane, with scar- 
let trappings; a thin, bony, pointed face; 
straight no.se, high cheek bones, wasted 
temples, deep lines about the kindly, 
humorous month; a straight, wrinkled 
brow and gray hair issuing from under a 
scarlet skull cap. The American Cardinal 
is sixty-eight years old, but he has the 
eager address and patriotic eathuaiasm of 
a boy. Hia gray eyes snsp and sparkle 
as ba talks. His deader hands, which 
bava baaa raised la ooaatlass benedlc- 
tloos, are extraordinary ia thair supple- 
ness and refinement 

"The whole personality suggests sanc- 
tity, modesty and sincerity. In spite of 
the golden chain and its pendant jewelled 
cross, the flashing episcopal ring and the 
princely scarlet, one can not meet the 
Cardinal without feeling that be bears the 
honora of hia great office meekly, that he 
is, bdore all things, a aimple heurted, de- 
voted Anarloaa dtiaea. Lovaofcoratry 
is tha keyaota of bis whola charsetar. 

" 'The atruggle bdween capital and 
labor In the United States ia a source of 
great sorrow and uneasiness to me just 
now,' he said. 'It is not only a serious 
interruption of the prtxluctive energies of 
the country, but it is a profound social 
upheaval — it is confusing our life. Here 
we are on this continent engaged in the 
supreme experiment of free government 
in the preaence of the whole world, in 
the presence of history. The enemies of 
oar Instltatlona can snap thdr fiageta st 
tha republic if we diow that we can not 
govern otirselves reasonably. We claim 
that we have liberty without license and 
authority without despotism. I do not 
want to live to see that claim discredited. 

" 'The workingmen of America should 
realize how deeply and directly they are 
interested in preserving from injury the 
reputation of the United Statea as a Iknd 
where liberty aad law go haad in band. 
The corporations, tba employers,' are 
powerfal aad naitad. They have the 
Goveraaiaat behiad them to protect their 
rights. That is aa it ahonld be. The 
workingmen have formed unions for 
mutual improvement and protection. 
They are as much entitled to combine 
for business pur|xjses as are their employ- 
ers. That fact is undeniable. They are 
equdly entitled to have their rights de- 
folded l>y the Government. 

" 'The third factor ia thia dtnation is 
the non-union workingman. He, too, 
has.his rights, which must be maintained. 
He has the right to enter a union or to 
stay out of it; to sell his XaXMg, when and 
where and for what price he pleases. 
When the union labor man denies that 
right he denies a liberty which he claims 
for himself. The union men say that 
they can not succeed in thdr struggles 
for good wagea and better conditions so 
long aa there an worklagaien outside of 
thdr ofgaaisation who can ba naad by 
employers to break strikes th a t the 
unions sra for the benefit of sll who toil. 
Then they should give non-union men 
an opportunity to freely choose. They 
.should get members by attraction, and 
not by compulsion. The very fact that 
a man fecln that he is not free to enter 
or stay out of a union may be enough to 
repel him. 

" 'The American workingman lovea bis 
freedom better than anything else. That 
is one of his finest traits, He resenta 
anything that meana eompoldon of his 
rights. It is time for thoughtful labor 
union men to recognize this fact. I am 
strongly opposed to the boycott and to 
every other form of oppression employed 
against free lal>or. The whole force of 
organized society, all the powers of the 
Government, should be employed to in- 
sure to every man in this oonntry hia 
right to toil in his own way sad under 
conditions of his own choice. 

" 'It is difficult to indicste a aolution of 
the labor qneation. Arbitration ia one 
way and a good way. But whatever the 
solution may be, it must be one which 
will recognize individual liberty. No 
man must ne allowed to oppress another 
in this country.' "

With Sooeess in His 
Efforts.

Tha Hon. Joseph Devlin, M. P., is 
mactiag with wonderful suoosis in tba 
Bastera States aad Cansda in his en- 
deavors to enable the Irish Parliamentary 
party to carry on its good work. At a 
recent meeting held in Tara Hall, Que- 
\ye&, $iT5 was subscribed, which with 
the Mtle of tickets brought the rocdpta 
of the evening up to |1,000. 

Mr. Devlin siso received hearty re- 
sponses to bis apped in North Adaan, 
MaM.; Keeaa, N. H.; ^>rh«fidd, Mass.. 
and nisabeth, N J. Ha b sahe a n aqaally 
auocessfnl In the South and addresaed 
large meetings in Montgomery, Birming- 
ham, Atlanta and elsewhere. 

The gifted young Irish orator is a 
native of Belfast, but representa North 
Kilkenny in the British Parliament. 

Mr. Devlin is still in his thirtieth year, 
bnt he has had an experience in the 
rough and stormy Irish politics which 
doss not oftaa ooow to men who ara 
donble bis age. ladaad be has taken to 
the subject ss naturally u a dndt takes 
to water, for since boyhood he has been 
one of the principal figures in the con- 
test where the strife was thickest. ^JUr. 
Devlin was not fifteen years old wbaif in . 
1886 the great struggle over the' first 
home rule bill of Gladstone took place. 
He had not been long out of sehool, but 
longsBoagh to have imbibed that spirit 
of aaUood sggresalwutas whidi was 
such a diaracterlstic aiovement Yonng 
Devlin was from the outset s lesder 
among his youthful companions in Bel- 
fast. They kn£w his integrity- and 
eamestneas and they were inspired by 
the example of uncompromising nation- 
alist spirit which he had displayed. 

When Thomas Sexton, the 'brilliant 
and eloquent orator, estayed to win the 
seat in West Belfast for the natkod 
caaaa la IMS yooag Devlin at onoa ba- 
cama his oost aathnsiastie adhereat 
With dl the energy and spirit of boy- 
hood he threw himself into the Straggle, 
marshaled the national forces both in the 
revision courts and on the hustings. His 
example became contagious; Sexton was 
triumphantly elected. Prom that day 
forth there was no rest for Devlin in the 
national fight. Wherever the struggle 
was keenest there he was to be found. 

Of a modest and retiring dispodtioo, 
with a natord flow of eloqneace rardy 
equaled even ia tha laad of oratory, Iw 
comUaoa at tba same time aa amoont of 
practical sense end hsrd-beaded 

capadty not often found in one individual. 
He had never visited the constituency up 
to the time of his election, but be was 
nevertheless the unanimous choice of 
those of the constituency who knew his 
sterling worth even though they had 
never seen him. Mr. Devlin spent sin 
months last year in the United Statea in 
the work of oigaaislag bnuKhas of tba 
Udtad Irish Laagaa, ratoralag to Ireland 
last Jaaa. He ttan attaadad to bis Par- 
liamentary duties unto tba dose of the 
last session of Parliament, when he was 
again cabled for by John Redmond, M. 
P., during the progress of the nationd 
convention of the 17. I. L. of A« held ia 
Boston last October. 

Mr. Devlin haa been for years at the 
head of an eztendve busineas in Belfast, 
and ontaide of the ordinary work wbldl 
he haa done on the Irlah platform, ntdnly 
in Us aatlveptoviaoatbahas baaa la- 
Indaat to take a prominent place ia tha 
rank of the Iriah leaders. Rededlned 
on several occasions to accept an election 
to Parliament for an Irish seat, in order 
that he may be able to devote his time to 
his private business. A year ago, how- 
ever, when he was by ntunimoiu chdce 
of the National Directory of the United 
Irish League chosen to come to America 
with William Redmond, M. P., brother 
of the praaaat Irish leader, his cdlaagasa 
took advaataga of bis absence from Ira- 
land aad bad him dacted to fUl tha 
vacancy in tta rsprsssBtaUoo of North 
Kilkenny. 

It was desired that Mr. Devlin should 
continue the work of organization in 
America and he imme<liately responded 
to the summons of his leader and haa 
since been engaged in the work of estab- 
lishing branches all over the country. 
Aa a platform speaker Mr. Devlin wall 
sastaina the reputation of the Irish party 
for doqaenoe, and it is rardy that a mora 
cogeet aad logicd speaker on the Iridi 
qneation has been beard on platforma in 
the United SUtea. 

At a meeting of the National Commit- 
tee of the United Iriah League of Amer- 
ica held in New York Monday night 
active steps were taken for spreading the 
League in America. Mr. Devlin, who 
was about to sail for home, was accorded 
a vote of thanks for hia work in estab- 
lishing new branchea of the Tjimgne.

The big strike in the New York 
baildloR tndet did not Md kst 
week bectfue the tetrnttcni.* in 

whose behalf it was inaugurated, 
rejected the compromise of the 
arbitrators. This hM rendted in 
the skilled trades unions nphold- 
in^ the award and refusing to con- 
tinue the strike. It is now up to 
the teamsters and those anions 
which back them up in their obsti- 
nate breach of faith to accept the 
arUtrators' settlement or go it 
alone to defect. Honor comes 
first, even though you do not get 
all you think you ought to have, 
and it is to the credit of the leading 
trades unions of New York that 
they have the manliness to take 
such a stand against their fellow- 
laborers, who must be taught by 
the sacrifice of experience, if they 
will not learn otherwise, that 
honesty is the best policy— the 
only correct policy — in laiwr mat- 
ters, as in everything else. 



TO 5HUT OUT PORBIQNBRS. 

The depression of trade and the 
teck of employment in Bnrope and 

the universal activity and prosper- 
ity in all industries of this country 
hve naturally tnmed labor to the 
market where it is in demand. 
The foreign immigration to the 
United SUtes this year js exceed- 
ing all records and may go to 
1,000,000. Our anti-foreign ele- 
ment are becoming alarmed lest 
this "foreign horde" swamp the 
labor market, get control of affairs, 
overturn onr republican Oovem- 
ment and upset things generally. 
Tliis is the same old cry of fifty 
years ago, and notwithstanding 
this element have failed to stop or 
even check foreign immigration, 
and all their doleful prognostica- 
tions instead of materialising have 
resulted in phenomenal benefits to 
the whole country, this same ele- 
ment are now agitating to urge 
Congress at its next session to 
amend our immigration laws to 
prohibit, or at least restrict, foreign 
immigration, and revise our natur- 
alization laws to exclude the immi- 
grants from citizenship, if not en- 
Urely, at least to require twenty-one 
years' preliminary residence before 
a foreigner can vote or hold office. 

This is not new. neither the 
alleged menace to our people and 
institutions nor the remedy pro- 
posed. It is the same old Know- 
Nothing war cry and bulwark of 
protection fifty years ago. Though 
the Know-Nothing crusade failed 
to chedc immigration or bar the 
foreigners from citizenship — only 
diverted the "foreign horde" to 
the then wOdemess of the North- 
west— -the results have proven just 
contrary to their prophetic fears. 
The northwestern wilderness has 
been developed into farms, cities 
and SUtes, which in progress, in- 
dustry, wealth and (strangely true) 
in patriotic devotion to American 
institutimis. oontfol this great 
nation and have led it to the very 
front rank of the world powers. 

And the comparison with that 
section which remained to some 
extent under control of the anti- 
foreign patriots and barred out the 
immigranto! The South, which 
fifty years ago proved a bulwark to 
stem the tide of Know-Nothing 
fanaticism, oecame its final strong- 
hold, furnishing its last Repre- 
senUtives in Congress and candi- 
date for President. Ever since, in 
every election, directly or indi- 
rectly, organized or unorganized, 
this same Know-Nothing spirit has 
been manifest. Whenever the 
movement has assumed shape, 
under whatever ma^*^^ 



ready advocates and recruits in the 

South. Thus the last National 
President of the A. P. A. was a 
Georgian, and whatever remains of 
that organiiation intact -is in the 
South, except in spots. And the 
anti-foreign agitation now being 
revived for action in Congress and 
probably in the next Presidential 
campaign has its strength and its 
headquarters in the South, or at 
least near the border— St. Louis 
and I<oaisville— and most agfrsss* 
ive in Missouri and Kentucky. 

The remarkable tirade of Senator 
Morgan, of Alabama, against the 
Catholic church in opposing the 
Colombian treaty to secure a right 
of way for the Isthmian canal, a 
project he had advocated for years, 
while a surprise to some, clearly 
indicated the trend of intolerance, 
its influence in the South, and that 
political names and platforms were 
secondary — Senator Morgan being 
a leading Democrat, as are many 
of the most prominent anti-foreign 
advocates. The South which fifty 
years ago turned away and has 
kept out foreign immigration, and 
which today, more than other sec- 
tion of the country, needs tlM for- 
eign immigrant to develop and 
build it up; to give it what It most 
lacks — industrious, reliable, enter- 
pristag labor— that it may become 
productive, prosperous, as has 
Texas, the only Southern State 
that welcomes the immigrant and 
has about one-half of the foreign- 
born population of all the Southern 
States; it is from the South the de- 
mand comes for restricting foreign 
immigration, or at least barring 
foreigners from citizenship. And 
these advocates of intolerance are 
principally profeswd Democrats, 
many of them leaders and office- 
holders in that party, which fought 
such intolerance up to fifty years 
ago, and by the votes of natural- 
ized foreigners was enabled to over- 
throw Know-Nothingism. Demo- 
crats — or anything else — they may 
profess to be to attain power and 
office, but anti-foreigners they are 
first, last and all the time, regard- 
less of results to their section or 
the entire country. 

And to speak out, they are striv- 
ing throughout the South in the 
pending campaigns— right here in 
Kentucky and in Louisville — to 
obtain control of the Democratic 
party, to name its candidates for 
all offices and elect them as Demo- 
crats that they may have the powers 
as government, State, county, local, 
to make, amend and enforce law 
and manage publie affairs. The 
wrangling and strife in Democratic 
party affairs in this city and State 
are due to this. If they can not 
secure the nomination of their 
chosen candidates they seek to 
prevent the nomination of all for- 
eigners and- Catholics and those 
believed to be at all oppoaed to 
ostracizing them. For Democracy 
they care no more than they dtd 
for Republicanism some years ago 
when for a time they controlled 
that party locally — only to use as a 
cloak and a bait to deceive the 
partisan who blindly votes the 
tidcet and thus helps them to win. 
They were howling Republicans a 
few years ago; today they are true- 
tdne Democrats, denouncing the 
Republican party and the "foreign" 
Democrats; the Republicans for 
truckling to the Pope in Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, 
and the "foreign" Democrats be- 
cause they don't like a foreigner 
nohow. And their record proves 
they will betray party to defeat 
candidates who disapprove of their 
intolerance, as a few years ago, 
posing as Republicans and failing 
to dictate the nomination, thdr 



treachery defeated Judge Evans for 
re-election to Congress in this 
district. 

This is the element that is schem- 
ing to control the Democratic party 
and dominate afEairs in Kentucky 
and the South, that they may 
exclude foreign immigration, or 
failing in this, only allow the for 
eigner, like the negro, to be 
laborers and tax-payers, ostracized 
from voting and holding office. 



It was against taxation without 
representation that the American 
Colonies protested and revolted, 
but BngUmd has not dianged her 
policy. Having by promises in the 
terms of peace caused the Boers to 
surrender and obtained control of 
the Transvaal, the Imperial Gov- 
ernment is dictating the "free" 
government to l>e established over 
the colony. The latest decree is 
that negroes and aliens must not 
be allowed the rights of citizens; 
only loyal white British subjects 
are to be allowed to vote and hold 
office. The American Republic is 
a living protest against that kind of 
free government, but, strangely, 
the only truly loyal Americans we 
have are seeking to re-establish the 
English policy — exclude negroes 
and aliens from citizenship, that 
only loyal white Americana of their 
standard be allowed to vote and 
hold office. 



The Chicago labor unions have 
turned the tables on^those employ- 
ers who refuse to recognise unkms 
and insist on protecting the liberty 
of workingmen by treating only 
with the individual. To carry out 
their idea they organized the 
"Employers' Association" and 
gave out their defi. Last week the 
waiters in hotels, clubs and restaur- 
ants went on strike. Some of the 
employers signed the scale, and the 
association, realizing they were 
whipped, sent a request to union 
headquarters for a conference, 
which was refused with the declara- 
tion that the "Employers' Associa- 
tion' ' was not recognized, and the 
union would treat only with indi- 
vidual employers, and the humili- 
ated employers crowded over each 
other to sign the union agreement, 
all of which would have been 
avoided if the Employers' Associa- 
tion committee had met and con- 
ferred with the union committee 
before the strike. There are ob- 
stinately foolish employers as well 
as workingmen.
